Assistant Superintendent of 
Romulus Schools Dr. Terrel 
LeCesne filled in for Superin- 
tendent Dr. William Bedell 
and urged those in attendance 
to “never give up” their collec- 
tive fight for peace in their 


lives by pressing for love, noi 
hate and peace and not. war. 
Bedell was reportedly suffer- 
ing from the flu. 

LeCesne said, “I can’t re- 
member when the students 
and staff have teamed up in 
such an eloquent produc- 
tion...but at the same time we 
have never felt such an urgent 
need for peace in our commu- 
nities. 

“Despite the many trends in 
life today that lead to despair,” 
LeCesne said, “it is important 
.that we allow King’s dreams to 
lead us to make a difference in 
our homes and our class- 
rooms.” 

High school teacher Dr. 


Harry Wilnus offered a unique 
“Peace Building through Com- 
munication” experiepce using 
six volunteer “reporters” fol- 
lowing the old theme of having 
one person witness a scene 
and then passing on that vision 
individually down the line.

3 fire deaths 
being probed

The deadly sub-zero tem- 
peratures claimed three Ro- 
mulus victims early Monday 
morning as a fire apparently 
ignited by a kerosene heater 
gutted a Van Bom Road home. 

Fire officials listed the dead 
as Vivian Choate of Romulus 
and her two visiting family 
members, Robert Todd 
Choate, 12, a nephew, and 
Stephanie Choate, 7, a niece. 
The two children resided in 
Croswell. 

Overcome by kerosene 
fumes was police officer 
Kenny Landstrom, who was 
later treated at Annapolis Hos- 
pital. He was released after 
treatment. 

Three other Choate family 
members, who escaped the 
fire by leaping off an upstairs 
balcony, were the young visit- 
ing victims’ grandparents, 
Dimple Choate, 57, and Dillard 
Choate, 59, and their son, Mat- 
thew, 30. All three were 
treated at Annapolis Hospital. 

Fire Chief William Green- 
slait said the fire alarm was 
sounded at 3:55 a.m. Monday 
and first fire department units 
arrived in minutes to the home 
at 29785 Van Born Road. 

“Firemen found the rear of 
the home in flames and the 
grandmother walking in her 
night clothes and barefoot in 
the snow-filled back yard. The 


grandfather and uncle appar- 
ently were able to obtain rides 
to the hospital from an Air 
Freight employee, who was 
driving by the flaming home,” 
Greenslait said. 

According to investigative 
reports by Fire Marshall 
David Allison, Vivian Choate 
awoke first when the fire, pos- 
sibly caused by faulty space 
heaters, erupted in the base- 
ment hallways, blocking the 
three victims’ passageway out- 
side. 

It is believed that the trio 
died of smoke inhalation. Al- ' 
lison said blood seen in the 
snow at the rear of the home 
came from a bad cut on Mat- 
thew’s arm after he broke a 
window in an effort to escape 
and from Dimple Choate’s cut 
feet 

Tuesday morning Allison 
said, “We are still investigating 
the cause of the fire, as at this 
time some parts of the puzzle 
are not fitting together, so we 
are not definitely blaming the 
heaters”. 

The upstairs family mem- 
bers reportedly were awak- 
ened by the adult victim’s 
screams rather than the smoke 
detector. “It is also undeter- 
mined at this time if the smoke 
detector was operational at 
the time of the fire,” Allison 
said. 

The two-story frame home 
was so badly damaged it will 
have to be razed, Allison said. 


Well trial motion 
hearing continued

Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Claudia House Morcom 
will continue to hear argu- 
ments Thursday and Friday re- 
garding the upcoming trial 
between the city of Romulus 
and the Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems Inc. Morcom 
will determine whether the 
dispute should be heard at a 
jury or bench trial. 

The motion for a bench trial 
first surfaced on Jan. 7 and 
was continued until Jan. 14 
and now until Thursday. That 
motion and numerous other 
requests will be heard at the 
Friday court sessions, City At- 
torney Barry Seifman re- 
vealed. 

In the meantime, attorneys 
for both sides in the controver- 
sial injection waste well battle 
are obtaining depositions from 
city officials, business agents 
and other involved residents. 

At this point neither side 
has asked for a delay in the 
projected Jan. 26 trial start 
date, Seifman said, although a 
great deal of pre-trial work 
needs to be completed before 
then. 

An attorney for EDS is chal- 
lenging statements made by 
Seifman at a Nov. 22, 1993 city 
council meeting. 

Attorney Joseph M. Polito 
wrote to Douglas Wicklund, 
EDS owner and operator, 
stating that Seifman’s claim 
that EDS is required to pay a 
royalty to the city of Romulus 
under the Hazardous Waste 
Management Act, if EDS ob- 
tains a construction permit for 
an above-ground treatment, 
storage or disposal facility “is 
simply not true.” 

A number of considerations 


including safety and environ- 
mental issues would need to 
be negotiated if such a permit 
is sought, Polito said, but they 
include no requirement, let 
alone a suggestion, that such 
an operator pay a royalty to a 
host community. 

“In fact no operator of a haz- 
ardous waste management fa- 
cility, which has gone through 
the Act 64 construction permit 
process has ever agreed to pay 
a royalty to a host community,” 
Polito said. 

“Therefore,” he continued, 
“EDS has no legal obligation to 
pay a royalty. If EDS and the 
city of Romulus were to enter 
into a public/private partner- 
ship (as suggested by EDS) 
which included a royalty, it 
would be the first such agree- 
ment in the state of Michigan 
for a hazardous waste manage- 
ment facility.”

fessed that she has only an 
eighth-grade education, but 
used it to search the scriptures 
for the real meaning of life. 

Mother Waddles told Gwen 
Sibert of Romulus, who coordi- 
nated the night’s festivities, 
that she has learned that the 
power of prayer is one of the 
highest powers area residents 
should strive to attain. 

“Many times, I have found 
great needs in the community,” 
she continued, “and God has 
proved to me that He is real as 
he has often filled those 
needs.” 

Many of the gifts she has re- 
ceived have come from God 
through unnamed sources, 
Mother Waddles explained,

Detective Sgt. Mike Ondejko 
said the Romulus Fire Depart- 
ment was alerted first to a car 
fire outside an adult residen- 
tial home at 16820 Wayne Road 


about 7 p.m. Jan. 13. 

But when firemen discov- 
ered a badly burned man’s 
body seated behind the wheel 
of the 1986 Ford Tempo, police 
were called. 

While all identification was 
destroyed and the body was 
burned beyond recognition, 
police suspect the man was a 
resident of the adult-care facil- 
ity. 

The Wayne County Coro- 
ner’s office has ruled that the 
victim, believed to be a 66- 
year-old resident of the home, 


died of a heart attack, prior to 
the fire. 

But Ondejko said the vic- 
tim’s foot continued to press on 
the accelerator pedal, while 
the car was still running. The 
engine finally overheated and 
set the auto on fire, police re- 
port. 

The entire interior of the 
car was gutted. 

The victim lived in the resi- 
dential home for about nine 
years, Ondejko said. 

The results of the dental ex- 
amination are expected later 
this week.

This section provides for enforcement and provides that the Charter Township of Canton 
shall have the right to bring an action in the appropriate court to collect costs associated 
with emergency services. 

Section 5. VIOLATION AND PENALTY. 

This section provides for penalties for violation of this Ordinance. 

Section 6. SAVINGS CLAUSE. 

This section provides that adoption of this Ordinance does not affect proceedings, 
prosecutions for violation of law, penalties and matured rights and duties in effect before 
the effective dale of this Ordinance. 

Section 7. SEVERABILITY. 

This section provides that any unenforceable section can be severed from the rest of the

Bill Wadsworth is angry. 

While we fully understand that he might be annoyed at 
an error we made-we really are hard pressed to under- 
stand why he’s so angry at us simply for voicing our opin- 
ion regarding the injection well being constructed in 
Romulus. 

Mr. Wadsworth wrote to us to inform us in no uncertain 
terms that our statement recently that the members of the 
city council in Romulus approved this hazardous well dis- 
posal project unanimously when first presented to them in 
1990 was completely incorrect. While the project was ap- 
proved by a majority vote of the council-he had voted no 
at that time and has been adamant and steadfast in his 
unwavering objections to the project since that time. 

His letter appears in full in the letters column on this 
page. 

We apologize, Bill, we’re really sorry about that mistake. 
But that’s all it was, a mistake. We think you understand 
that concept because experience proves that the only folks 
who never make mistakes are those who never do any- 
thing. 

But, after our full admission of this egregious error- 
we’re still a bit puzzled by the depth and breadth oflMr. 
Wadsworth’s all encompassing wrath which prompted him 
to infer that our opinion regarding this project had been 
purchased and that we are providing the “best journalism 
that money can buy.” 

Mr. Wadsworth, sir, that’s a cheap shot we’d have 
thought a bit beneath a man such as you describe yourself 
to be-you know, all the things you said about yourself, your 
record, your voting of your conscience during your tenure 
as a public official and all. ..somehow the paragon of politi- 
cal and civic virtue you describe in your letter doesn’t 
quite fit that snarky comment. 

Mr. Wadsworth implies in his letter that by purchasing 
advertising in the newspaper, the builders and owners of 
the well bought our favorable opinion. Of course, the city 
of Romulus is also an advertiser and buys space-so why 
didn’t we opt to go with the city on this one if all it takes to 
influence us is money? And, we’d also like to point out that 
ANYBODY can buy advertising to state their viewpoint or 
product. So why is the purchase of advertising by the well 
owners such an issue of controversy? 

Actually, we’ve always thought Mr. Wadsworth was a 
pretty decent guy and when we think about it, he does 
seem to vote his conscience and is an effective public 
servant well worth the confidence of the voters who placed 
him in office. We just can’t figure out what we did to incite 
him to such a level of temper. 

We did state our opinion regarding the well which dif- 
fers markedly from Mr. Wadsworth’s. He is solidly against 
the project and has fears, suspicions and concerns about 
the impact of the well on the health and welfare of the 
community. We presently find the scientific evidence over- 
whelmingly in favor of the project and believe that it will 
be not only safe, but beneficial to the community. 

To be fair, Mr. Wadsworth isn’t the only one who dis- 
agrees with our opinion. But in another effort at justice- 
we’re not the only ones who disagree with his basis for 
concern. 

So, we thought it was a difference of opinion. We didn’t 
know it was a personal vendetta or a blood feud. We 
thought Mr. Wadsworth was wrong on this issue an4 we 
said so. We think the group of citizens who are protesting 
the well project are wrong, too, and we said so. 

What we never said was that these are bad people. We 
never said it and we never thought it. 

We still think Mr. Wadsworth is a very nice man-usually. 
We still think he’s a fine elected official. We actually still 
like him personally and find a great deal about him to 
admire. 

But, we hope he’ll consider that a difference of opinion 
about any matter doesn’t have to impact on any other 
element of a relationship or regard for the individual on a 
personal level. We still respect Mr. Wadsworth even 
though we disagree with him. And we are surprised that 
he would lower himself to such a petty personal attack in 
this disagreement over this issue. 

We think, maybe, emotion overwhelmed logic in this 
situation and that perhaps Mr. Wadsworth made a mistake.

To the editor: 

This letter is in response to 
your editorial in the Dec. 3, 
1993 issue of The Romulus Ro- 
man indicating your support 
for the injection well. I re- 
spectfully request that this re- 
sponse be published in the 
next issue. I respect your right 
to publish your opinion and 
would stand up to anyone at- 
tempting to deny that right. 
But, let’s get the facts correct! 

First, I find it very difficult 
to accept your “genuine” con- 
cerns and “objectivity” in sup- 
port of this project. 
Coincidentally, on the same 
day of your editorial support 
and in the same paper, there 
were two full page ads sup- 
porting the well. One ad was 
from the owner of the property 
the well was constructed on 
and the second was from Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (E.D.S.) the company that 
constructed and proposes to 
operate the well. My investiga- 
tion revealed that these two 
ads cost in excess of $800. Is 
this impartial editorial jour- 
nalism or is it the best edi- 
torial journalism that money 
can buy? 

Your editorial states “At the 
time, the elected officials were 
unanimously in favor of the 
project.” This statement is to- 
tally incorrect! You leave the 
erroneous impression for our 
citizens that all members of 
the city council favored this 
project. I would ask you to re- 
view the minutes of the city 
council meeting of Monday, 
Dec.10, 1990 and review Reso- 
lution #90-589. This resolution 
was submitted under item #3 - 
Petitioners (not under the 
Mayor’s Report as you pub- 
lished) and was passed by a 
vote of four (4) ayes and three 
(3) nays. This is far from your 
statement that this was passed 
unanimously. I was one of the 
three councilmen who voted 
against this project. I opposed 
the well that night, NOT as 
your editorial stated, for “self- 
serving grandstanding and po- 
litical aggrandizement.” I 
voted my conscience! 

I question what this haz- 
ardous waste deep well will do 
to our city in 20, 30 or even 50 
years from now. I question the 
close proximity to our residen- 
tial neighborhoods and the 
means of transporting the haz- 
ardous waste by trucks and 
trains to the well site. 

History has revealed that 
over the past 100 years, many 
government approvals were 
later found to be unsafe for 
our citizens. In the 1880s, to-

bacco farmers and our govern- 
ment told us it was safe to 
smoke. In later years, asbestos 
was safe to use in buildings. 
D.D.T. was safe to spray on our 
children to control mosqui- 
toes. Agent Orange was safe to 
spray on our troops in Viet- 
nam. The leaking hazardous 
well constructed in Vickery, 
Ohio was safe according to the 
government. The list is end- 
less. We all know history has 
proven that these very govern- 
ment approvals over the past 
100 years are now direct 
causes of cancer and other 
life-threatening illnesses.

E.D.S.’s track record from 
the start of this project has 
been poor and they have not 
been up front with the citizens 
of Romulus.

3) A1 Rarick while working 
for the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (MDNR), 
prior to retiring, issued the 
permits for E.D.S. A1 Rarick 
now works as a consulting ex- 
pert for E.D.S. 

4) E.D.S. did not appear in 
front of the Romulus Planning 
Commission prior to construc- 
tion the well as required by 
City Ordinance. 

And the list goes on. 

I applaud the citizens and 
RECAP (Romulus Environ- 
mental Citizens Against Pollu- 
tion) who oppose this well. 
They don’t stand to make mil 
lions of dollars on this devel- 
opment like E.D.S. This small 
group only asks to live in their 
neighborhoods without fear, 
and with the hope that in the 
future, the halting of the well 
will prevent the negative im- 
pact on their community. 

We are all aware this issue 
will be decided during 1994 in 
Wayne County Circuit Court. I 
hope and pray the city will 
prevail.

Big Rapids 
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Trial set in beating

A Westland man accused of 
assaulting a local bill collector 
is scheduled for a May 9 jury 
trial in Detroit Recorder's 
Court. 

Ladarin Madroe Best, 26, 
was charged with two counts of 
felonious assault and one 
count of felony firearms fol- 
lowing an Aug. 4. 1993 incident 
in which a man employed at a 
rent-to-own company was al- 
legedly beaten, struck with a 
broom handle and threatened 
with a gun when he came to 
collect payment for the com- 
pany, Westland police said. 


The man then put the 
gun down, grabbed 
the victim and threw 
him onto the front 
lawn where the 
assailant allegedly 
began punching the 
employee and beating 
him with the handle of 
a broomstick. 


The alleged attack occurred 
when Richard Lyle Miller, 35, 
who is employed at a rental 
company came to the 28000 
block of McDonald Street de- 
manding payment on a rented 
television set. 

Miller, who came to the 
home with another 23-year-old 
store employee, was arguing 
with a 27-year-old female resi- 
dent about the payment when 
Best pulled up in his car and 
allegedly approached the vic- 
tim, police reports said. 

Upon hearing Miller and 
the woman arguing on the 
porch, the perpetrator al- 
legedly entered the home, 
asked the woman where the 
bullets for her gun were and 
returned to the door with a 
loaded gun, police said. 

The alleged assailant told 
Miller, “I got a bullet for you,” 
police said. 


The man then put the gun 
down, grabbed the victim and 
threw him onto the front lawn 
where the assailant allegedly 
began punching the employee 
and beating him with the han- 
dle of a broomstick, according 
to police reports. 

The 23-year-old witness fled 
the scene and waived down 
nearby Westland police offi- 
cers. The victim escaped be- 
fore police arrived, fleeing 
across the street. Officers ob 
served two large welts on the 
victim's forehead. 


Best admitted to police that 
he felt Miller was “getting out 
of hand” with his girlfriend 
and that he began pushing him 
off the front porch in an effort 
to get Miller to leave the home. 

Best also admitted that he 
threatened Miller saying, 
“Come in my house and I’ll 
blow your head off,” police re- 
ports said. 

The 23-year-old witness told 
police Best has pointed a gun 
at him in the past when he 
tried to collect money owed to 
the rental company.

Suspect convicted in deaths 


One of two defendants 
charged in the high-speed auto 
crash deaths of two Romulus 
residents has been convicted 
by a Wayne County jury of two 
counts of first-degree murder, 
one count of assault with in- 
tent to commit ai med robbery 
and one count of felony fire- 
arm. 

Kenneth Carl Williams, 27, 
of Detroit was sentenced to life 
in prison without parole by 
Wayne County Circuit Judge 
Andrea Ferrara. 

Williams was one of two de- 
fendants who led Van Buren 


Township and Romulus police 
offers on a high-speed chase 
resulting in the death of Ro- 
mulus residents, Reva Evelyn 
Brady, 51, and her son, John 
Brady, 30, according to a state- 
ment issued by Wayne County 
Prosecutor John O’Hair. 

Co-defendant Ramon Orza 
Davis, 22, also of Detroit, who 
was injured in the chase, has 
not yet been tried. 

Williams was convicted for 
his role as driver of the get- 
away car following an alleged 
assault with intent to rob by 
Davis, using a sawed-off shot- 


gun upon party store owner 
Thamir Yaldoo. The chase pro- 
ceeded from the party store on 
Belleville Road into Romulus, 
where the fatal crash occurred 
at Wayne and Ecorse roads. 

The claim by Williams that 
he did not know Davis and was 
acting under duress was re- 
jected by the jury. The investi- 
gative work of Van Buren 
Township detectives Roy 
Schroeder and Greg Laurain 
and Romulus detective Daniel 
Snyder produced evidence 
from Davis’ own personal pa-

We’re Fighting For Your Life. 
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Armed robber takes $900

Westland police are investi- 
gating an alleged armed rob- 
bery of the Citgo gas station, 
located at 1220 N. Wayne Road 
in Westland. Police were told 
$900 was taken in the incident. 

The robbery allegedly oc- 
curred around 8 p.m. on Dec. 
28 when two perpetrators en- 
tered the gas station and one 
of the robbers demanded the 
19-year old clerk give him the 
money and pointed a blue 
steel semi-automatic handgun 
at the woman, according to po- 
lice reports. 

The second perpetrator was 


allegedly standing behind the 
gunman watching the location 
entrances, while the clerk 
placed the $900 cash in a white 
plastic bag and handed it to 
the gunman, police said. The 
two robbers then allegedly ex- 
ited the location through the 
north doors, running north- 
west to the side of the location. 

Officers searched the area 
and found a red, white and 
blue mask in the parking lot on 
the north side of the gas sta- 
tion. One citizen reported see- 
ing a red Chevy Cavalier 
leaving the area eastbound on 
Marquette Street at a high rate 
of speed, police reports said. 

The clerk also told police a 


white male in his late 20s 
about 6-feet, 2-inches tall, 
weighing 190 pounds with dark 
shoulder-length hair and a 
blue shirt was inside the loca- 
tion and allegedly told the 
clerk, “You better watch out -- 
you’re going to get robbed to- 
night,” and left the gas station. 

The alleged robbers are de- 
scribed as white males about 
5-feet, 9- inches tall. The gun- 
man is described as having a 
thin build, wearing a black 
mask, red flannel shirt and 
blue jeans. The second per- 
petrator is described as having 
a medium build, wearing a 
dark blue mask, black leather 
jacket and blue jeans.

The old southern section of 
the parking deck at Detroit 
Metro Airport has been closed 
permanently in preparation 
for demolition, Wayne County 
Executive Edward McNamara 
revealed last week. 

The demolition and recon- 
struction of the southern sec- 
tion of the old deck 
(approximately 1,500 parking 
spaces) represents Phase IV of 
the airport parking rehabilita 


tion project. 

Phase I was completed in 
1991 with the construction of 
3,214 parking deck at a cost of 
$26 million. 

Phase II was the demolition 
of the northern half of the old 
parking deck. 

Phase III was the recon- 
struction of the northern sec- 
tion and it opened just before 
Christmas 1993. It provides 700 
long-term and 300 short- term 
parking spaces. 

The present Phase IV pro- 
ject is expected to be com- 


pleted by the end of 1994. 

Upon completion 6,700 
parking deck parking sites will 
be available at the airport, 
McNamara said. There will be 
12,000 parking spaces in the 
area including surface lots and 
valet parking. 

Motorists with questions 
may call the Metro parking hot 
line at 800- 642-1978. A free 
color brochure is available 
which details parking rates 
and lot locations, McNamara 
said.

He said that, ac- 
cording to Lawson, Huggins 
was the triggerman and he in- 
dicated that he didn’t know 
that Huggins was going to 
shoot the victim. 

"Lawson’s purpose was to 
sell drugs. Not to kill anyone,” 
Rashad said. The Inkster De- 
tective added that there was 
conflicting testimony as to 
Lawson’s role in the homicide.

Shopping center car 
thefts are reduced 


Auto theft incidents have in- 
creased by. 217 percent at 
shopping centers. 

For eight years HEAT (Help 
Eliminate Auto Thefts), a pro 
gram founded in Michigan and 
funded by insurance com- 
panies, has assisted in keeping 
the above national statistic 
from being a reality for Michi- 
gan residents. The statistics in- 
dicate that the average 
number of auto thefts/break- 
ins occurring at shopping cen- 
ters has risen from 7.5 inci- 
dents in 1978 to 23.8 incidents 
per shopping center in 1993, 
making auto theft the fastest 
increasing mall crime directly 
affecting mall patrons. 

These statistics are espe- 
cially relevant during the holi- 
day shopping season when 
theft and crime in general are 
at their peak for the year. 

In a continuing effort to th- 
wart auto theft in Michigan 
this holiday shopping season 
and year around HEAT tip / 
reward hotline for citizens to 
confidentially report informa- 
tion about stolen cars and sus- 
pected theft activity, is running 
a comprehensive public ser- 
vice radio campaign this 
month. In addition to spread- 
ing the word about the HEAT 
hotline, the campaign is to re- 
mind people of the dangers of 
auto theft and to prompt them 
to practice basic safety 
methods that they may be for- 
getting during the holiday 
rush. 

“This kind of public service 
campaign is a first in the eight 
year state-wide effort to re- 
duce auto theft,” stated Will- 


iam Liddane, general manager 
of the Michigan Automobile 
Insurance Placement Facility. 
“Given the hectic pace of most 
of us during this season, guide- 
lines such as these should 
alert us all.” 

Below is a list of a few safety 
reminders that should be prac- 
ticed: 

• Always lock your doors 
whether you are in or out of 
the car; 

• Park in well-lit areas; 

• Don’t leave valuables in 
sight - if you have a hatchback, 
cover any valuables; 

• Use an anti theft device, 
even if parked for only a few 
minutes; 

• If you use valet parking, 
leave only your car keys with 
the attendant; 

• Do not store registration 
and insurance documents in 
car, keep on your person. 

So far this year HEAT has 
received 219 tip calls on its 
hotline and has recovered 120 
vehicles with an estimated 
value of $1,129,227. Since its in- 
ception in 1985, HEAT has re- 
ceived 3428 tip calls which 
have led to the arrest of 1313 
suspects and have resulted in 
the recovery of 1665 vehicles 
with an estimated worth of 
$17,890,328. Rewards have to- 
talled $1,073,440. In addition, 
between 1986 and 1991 the au- 
tomobile theft rate has 
droppfed 16.5 percent in com- 
parison with the national theft 
rate which has risen nearly 30 
percent during the same pe- 
riod.

Moore said the incidents have occurred in Gar- 
den City, Dearborn Heights and Westland in the 
radius of Warren and Wayne roads. Police are not 
sure the same man is responsible for all the inci- 
dents which have occurred over a one-year pe- 
riod, Moore said. 

“The incidents have been very sporadic, but 
there have been several,” Moore said. 

The perpetrator seems to avoid the busy places 
and strikes at smaller businesses where one or 
two people are working and at some apartment 
complexes, Moore said. 

“This man tries to single out women alone, or 
whom he thinks may be alone, and is scared off by 
other people approaching,” according to the let- 
ter.

and midnight and have happened during severe 
weather, such as thunderstorms, blizzards and 
sleet storms, according to the letter. 

One local part-owner of a Wayne Road busi- 
ness said an incident occurred at his store some- 
time in November 1993. The informant said one of 
the female employees who was assisting a male 
customer witnessed the man expose himself and 
talk sexually to the woman. 

“The woman was so shocked. He told her what 
he’d like to do to her,” the informant said. 

According to the informant, the woman in- 
structed the customer that he should stop and 
escorted him to the store cash register where he 
paid for the services rendered and left. 

Police decided to release the letter as a pre- 
cautionary measure, according to Moore, who 


said the most recent incident occurred the first 
week of January. Moore would not release infor- 
mation on the specific occurrences, because she 
said, police are not sure if the same man commit- 
ted all the sexual offenses. 

Police have no suspects at this time, however, 
Moore added, “We have eliminated several per- 
sons as recently as Friday (Jan. 14).” 

Police describe the alleged perpetrator as a 
white male, mid-twenties to mid-thirties, 6-feet to 
6-feet, 3-inches tall, muscular, large build, dark 
brown or black hair and long legged. The alleged 
offender is described as wearing a hooded sweat- 
shirt and either jeans or sweat pants with athletic 
shoes or construction boots. 

According to the letter, the suspect either pulls 
his hood so tight around his face that he distorts 
his features or wears a nylon over his face with 
the hood up. 

Police advise small business and apartment 
complex owners to notify any women working 
alone in the evening at businesses or walking 
alone through apartment complexes during the 
dark. 

“We want to encourage you to report to the 
Westland Police any suspicious activity or any 
man lurking around, fitting the above descrip- 
tion,” Moore wrote. 


Business owner 
reunites family

With a little help from a Wayne friend and 
her daughter, an Ypsilanti woman was recently 
reunited with her mother, ending 4 25-year 
search. 

For Judy Welts, co-owner of Grandma’s 
Kitchen in Wayne, and her daughter Carol Tar- 
anto, a TWA flight attendant, the special mem- 
ory of bringing together a mother and daughter 
will never be forgotten. 

On Dec. 28 Taranto was visiting her mother 
when a letter from the Social Security Adminis- 
tration arrived at Welts’ home. 

“The letter was actually addressed to Judi 
Crane,” Welts said. “The letter stated they were 
trying to locate her. It was sent in care of 
Grandma’s Kitchen. She was a former em- 
ployee of mine, but I had forgotten at the time.” 

Welts said after reading the letter she real- 
ized Crane’s mother was trying to look for her. 

“We decided to make some calls to find out 
who they were actually looking for, and we had 
the mother’s number on the letter,” Welts said. 
“I called. When I started talking to the mother, 
who now lives in California, she at first thought 
I was the daughter. After we talked for awhile, 
we decided it was a mistake, and we both hung 
up.” 

Welts said Crane’s mother, Jessie Mae Lewis, 
immediately called her sister to tell her about 
the phone conversation with Welts. 

“My daughter turned to me and said ‘Let’s try 
and find the daughter,”’ Welts said. “I checked

her employment records to 
see if there was a home ad- 
dress for her.” 

Welts said she then called 
the Ypsilanti Grandma’s 
Kitchen she previously co- 
owned and found an employee 
there who remembered work- 
ing with Crane and said she 
had been looking for her 
mother. 

“My daughter and I went to 
the Ypsilanti address we found 
in my employee files,” Welts 
said. “We knocked on the door. 
When she opened it, I then rec- 
ognized her.” 

As Welts and her daughter 
began talking to Crane about 
her mother, they were in- 
formed tha^ Crane was taken 


by her father when she was 
only 1 1/2 years old. 

“She said her father took 
her to Florida during a cus- 
tody dispute and was told by 
her father that her mother 
didn’t want her,” Welts said. 
“She lived a very hard life. She 
ended up living with various 
relatives of her father, in foster 
homes and then in an or- 
phanage after her father aban- 
doned her.” 

Welts said Crane, now 28 
years old, told her she tried to 
look for her mother for years. 

“I told her that her mother 
wanted to talk to her on the 
phone,” Welts said. “She didn’t

Stalked Inkster man gunned down

Inkster police believe that the two men who gunned down 
a 29-year-old Inkster man stalked their the victim before 
they shot him to death down outside a southside bar during 
the early morning hours Friday. 

The victim, Czar Stephan Williams, who police said had a 
long history of drug-related arrests and had been arrested 
for shooting at a police officer two years ago, died of multi- 
ple gun shot wounds. 

“We don’t have a motive or any suspects,” said Detective 
Richard Rashad, who is in charge of the investigation. “But 
it sure looks like the victim was set up. These guys were 
waiting for the victim outside the bar. 


“Witnesses told us they heard several shots at around 2:30 
a.m. The victim was discovered in his car, slumped over the 
wheel.” 

Rashad said that police have no motive at this time. 

Williams was inside a popular lounge located in the 3700 
block of Inkster Road, according to witnesses. When the bar 
closed, he left the building alone. 

Police said they believe the killers knew that their victim 
was inside the building and waited in their car until he 
came out They approached him and opened fire with auto- 
matic weapons. 

Williams celebrated his 29th birthday on Jan.7. He is the 
city’s first homicide.

Testimony in 6-year-old death revealed

A 12-gauge shotgun and a telephone were the causes of 
the tragic death of 6-year old Romulus resident, James Allen 
Hunt, just two days after Christmas, according to testimony 
Wednesday in 34th District Court 

Romulus police charge that the borrowed gun was negli- 
gently left near the young victim and his 3-year-old half- 
brother, Ricky Hunt, while Scott Martin. 28, the boys’ 
mother’s boyfriend, answered a telephone call in his Oak 


Brook Townhouse home in Romulus. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor Nancy Diehl revealed 
the tragic details of the Dec. 27 shooting incident during 
Martin’s preliminary hearing in the 34th District Court on 
Wednesday. 

Court testimony revealed that the boys’ mother, Cheryl 
Benitez, had received a threatening phone call from her 
estranged husband shortly before the shooting incident 

Police reported that Martin went out and borrowed the

Murder 

suspects 

surrender 
to police 

A man and woman sought in 
the Nov. 20, 1993 beating death 
of former Romulus resident 
William Mancine surrendered 
to Detroit police last Tuesday 
and were turned over to Flat 
Rock detectives, who charged 
the pair with murder. 

Arrested and charged with 
first degree premeditated mur- 
der and felony murder were 
Lee Nelson, 29, of Newport 
and Kelly Ann Gorsline, 26, of 
Detroit. 

Gorsline also was charged 
with assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than 
murder. 

Bail was set during an ar- 
raignment on the charges in 
33rd District Court of Wood- 
haven at $400,000 cash for 
Nelson and $450,000 cash for 
Gorsline. A pre-trial hearing is 
slated for Jan. 25. Neither de- 
fendant (?ould post bail, so 
both are currently in Wayne 
County Jail. 

Mancine was reportedly at- 
tacked by the two suspects in 
his girlfriend’s Flat Rock 
dpartment shortly after 4 a.m. 
on Nov. 20. 

The girlfriend, Michelle 
Pomeroy, 25, of Riverside 
Place in Flat Rock, also was 
beaten about the face. She was 
treated and released at Sea- 
way Hospital in Trenton. 

Mancine, 31, died of severe 
head injuries after being 
transported to Seaway Hospi- 
tal. 

According to Flat Rock De- 
tective LL Stephen Boteler, the 
two murder suspects turned 
themselves into Detroit Police 
Department First Precinct au- 
thorities at 2:30 a.m. last Tues- 
day. 

When Detroit officials 
found the pair were wanted on 
murder warrants, Flat Rock 
police were notified. Boteler 
and Lt. Charles Humphriss 
traveled to Detroit and re- 
turned the suspects to Flat 
Rock. 

Boteler said Mancine was 
fatally injured when he was 
struck repeatedly with a piece 
of furniture. The motive for the 
attack reportedly was “re- 
venge”, Boteler said, as 
Gorsline allegedly was Man- 
cine’s former girlfriend.

In the early morning, truck driver Charlie Brown 
warmed up with a hot cup of coffee at the Canton Cafe.

“It’s crisp and invigorating,” said Brown who de- 
livers in the tri- county area for ABF Co. “Nothing is 
as bad as the time I had a run to California a few years 
ago and it was minus-16 degrees in Iowa with a wind 
chill factor of minus-84. I was bone-chilled numb, and 
I compare every cold spell with that” 

A drive to the Quirk School in Van Buren Township 
found the building empty with programs for senior 
citizens, Head Start pupils and pre- schoolers all can- 
celled for the day. 

“We closed today,” said a custodian. “It’s too cold 
for kids and seniors. I’m keeping an eye on the pipes 


to see that nothing freezes.” 

In downtown Belleville, a trio of area women 
braved the frigid temperatures to go out for lunch at 
Reflections Lakeside. 

Stephanie Grisson, an eighth-grader from South 
Middle School, and her mother, Linda Grisson, a Dear- 
born Heights teacher, both had the day off from 
school. They picked up Linda’s mother, Jean Hall, for 
lunch. 

The three indicated that they had all dressed in 
many layers of clothings, including long underwear 
for one. 

While few people chose to stay outdoors, George 
Edwards of Belleville stood outside a Main Street 
business to smoke a cigarette. 

“It’s not too bad. I’m dressed for it,” said Edwards 
as he took a puff. 

George Montgomery, a Huron-Clinton Metropark 
ranger, patrolled the park on Wednesday afternoon, 
and found no one enjoying the winter facilities. 

“We’ve got an ice skating rink and we have cross 
country skiing, but no one is out here today,” said 
Montgomery’.

Resident faces trial on

A Romulus woman, who is 
accused of bilking an Al- 
zheimer patient out of at least 
$375,000 between 1989 and 
1992, faces a trial in Detroit on 
one count of larceny over $100. 

The defendant, Kathy Ann 
Frye, 34, reportedly was hired 
by Richard Pack, 75, (her 
neighbor) in 1989 to care for 
his wife, Helene, 78, who is suf- 
fering from Alzheimer disease. 

Frye was paid by Pack to act 
as a caretaker for his wife, a 
role that included taking her 
to the store, doctor and other 
locations. None of her duties 
were linked to the family’s fi- 
nancial activities, police said. 

Romulus police charge that, 
during that period, Frye had 
Mrs. Pack sign checks made 
out to “cash” and then used 
the money for her own pur- 
poses. 

Detective Sgt. Dan Snyder 
also charges that Frye had 
Mrs. Pack take her husband’s 
name off two certificates of de- 
posit listed for $115,000 and 
$114,000 and had her (Frye’s) 
name substituted. 

Funds in both certificate ac- 
counts disappeared from the 
family bank account, Snyder 
testified.

The detective said 
Frye answered, “only for shop- 
ping, maybe up to $200."

Duncan, outside of the 
courtroom, did claim that his 
client received a $25,000 loan 
from the Packs for home im- 
provements, a claim that Pack 
denies. 

Police said the banking 
transactions involving Frye re- 
portedly took place at a bank 
branch in Taylor, although all 
the Pack family’s financial 
dealings were done in the Ro- 
mulus branch of Comerica 
Bank.

For several days police 
were unsure of how the acci- 
dent occurred, since the shot- 
gun was almost as tall as the 
young victim. 

Initially thinking the victim 
accidentally discharged the 
gun himself, police struggled 
to determine the position of 
the gun when the child al- 
legedly pulled the trigger 
causing the wounds to his head 
which resulted in his death. 

It wasn’t until several days 
later, Snyder said, that the

Maintain your light truck to 
prevent heavy duty problems. 

With light trucks respons- 
ible for more than 33 percent 
of all vehicle sales last year, 
and sales still on the rise, auto- 
motive industry experts are 
paying more attention than 
ever to the maintenance and 
service required for these ve- 
hicles. If you own a light truck, 
or are thinking of buying one 
this spring or summer, there 
are special maintenance items 
to keep in mind, according to 
Tony Caronia, Vice President 
of Engineering for AlliedSignal 
Automotive Aftermarket’s 
Fram Filter product line. 

When it comes to mainte- 
nance and carrying loads, light 
trucks can’t be treated like 
large pickup trucks or pas- 
senger cars-although most 
light truck engines are based 
on passenger car designs. 

“Because people may work 
their light trucks a little 
harder than passenger cars, 
they are likely to need more 
than the minimum servicing 
specified in the owner’s man- 
ual - unless the bed is never 
used,” said Caronia. He of- 
fers the following advice for 
light truck owners: 

• Change the engine oil and 
filter every 3,000-5,000 miles 
and automatic transmission 
fluid and filter every 
12,000-15,000 miles. Carrying 
heavy loads, or pulling a 
camper or boat trailer, makes 
the engine and transmission 
run hot. Too much heat is 
tough on oil and transmission 
fluid. 

• Add a transmission fluid 
cooler if you regularly carry 


cargo and have an automatic 
transmission. Inexpensive, 
easy-to-install cooler kits are 
available at most automotive 
supply stores. 

• Change differential and 
manual transmission fluid every 
30,000 miles. Four-wheel drive 
vehicles also have “transfer 
cases” which need servicing- 
generally at the same time as 
the differential. 

• Check your air filter, PCV 
valve and crankcase filter if you 
operate your truck off-road or 
in dusty areas. The standard 
change interval for these items 
is every 24,000 miles or once a 
year, but under dusty condi- 
tions they may need replacing 
every 12,000 miles or less. The 
vapor canister filter-usually 
left alone for 50,000 miles -may 
also need additional service. 

• Read your owner’s manual: 
Never go longer between 
maintenance services than 
specified in your owner’s man- 
ual or maintenance schedule. 

• Know your limits. “Don’t as- 
sume you can carry anything 
that fits in your truck,” warned 
Caronia. “There’s one light 


pickup on the market that can 
carry no more than a 500- 
pound load.” 

How do you know your 
limits? Weight limits, labeled 
as “GAWR" (gross axle weight 
rating) or “GVWR” (gross vehi- 
cle weight rating) can be found 
in the driver’s door opening 
near the latch. By law, GAWR 
and GVWR must be listed on a 
truck’s “safety compliance cer- 
tification label.” 

Unless you only carry peo- 
ple in the cab, you need to 
know these figures and what 
they mean. 

The capacity limit of your 
tires is also an important con- 
sideration. Tire ratings are im- 
printed on the sidewalls, or 
they should be available wher- 
ever tires are sold. 

“Today’s light trucks can 
carry out almost any task- 
within reason,” said Caronia. 
“It’s just a matter of knowing 
what they are designed to do, 
not exceeding their limits and 
providing the maintenance 
they need to cope with the 
work you make them do.”
